Library Card 


The library staff extends a 
special welcome to all 
new faculty, administra- 
tors and students to 
Waycross College.

Construction 
Update

If you were at the college this 
summer, you might remem- 
ber seeing the construction 
going on in the A building (or 
when the dust set the fire 
alarm off during class). 


But, what were those renova- 
tions for? According to 
Harbin Farr, director of the 
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physical plant, they were 
done to increase the capacity 
of Room 227A, which was 
originally used as the nursing 
room for the South Georgia 
College program. Due to the 
growing size, the nursing pro- 
gram was moved to room 
187A, which left 227A too 
small to accommodate most 
of the classes offered. It was 
decided to enclose the short 
hallway between 227A and 
228A, expanding 227A. 
Room 227A is now large 
enough to accommodate most 
of the classes offered at the 
college. 


What’s av pening at WC | 


To the Waycross College Stu- 
dents, Faculty, and Staff;this 
the first issue of Crossties and 
we have had a lot of changes/ 
additions to the school. I had 
the privilege to talk to new VP 
and Dean Dr. Mark Van Den 
Hende and the new VP for 
Enrollment and Student Ser- 
vices Dr. Neil Aspinwall, just 
to find out a little about them 
and what words of wisdom 
they might give to any new or 
current students. 


Where are you from origi- 
nally, and what is your gen- 
eral background? 


M.V.D.H. - I was born and 
raised in the Los Angeles/ 
Ventura County areas of 
Southern California. I 
worked in various business 
arenas in jobs that ranged 
from newspaper advertising 
and truck driving to construc- 
tion. I eventually became a 
glazier, working and manag- 
ing glass companies prior to 
moving to Washington State 
to attend college/graduate 
school later in life. My origi- 
nal career focus was high 
school teaching; I then moved 
on to college teaching, re- 
search and administration. 


N.A. - I am originally from 
Blackshear, Georgia. I gradu- 
ated from Pierce County High 
School and then attended 
Georgia Southern University. 
I received the following de- 
grees from GSU: Bachelor’s 
degree in Technology Educa- 
tion, Master’s degree in 
School Administration and 
Supervision, Education Spe- 
cialist degree in School Ad- 
ministration and Supervision, 
and a Doctor of Education 
degree in Educational Admin- 
istration. I also completed the 
Certified Economic Devel- 
oper Trainer (CEDT) pro- 
gram through the Georgia De- 
partment of Technical and 
Adult Education (DTAE). I 
began my career as a class- 
room teacher at Glynn Acad- 
emy High School in 
Brunswick, Georgia. I then 
moved to Waycross in 1995 
to become the Director of 
Adult Education at 
Okefenokee Technical Col- 
lege. I also served as the Di- 
rector of Instruction and the 
Vice President of Economic 
Development at OTC. 


How was the transition to 
both Waycross and 
Waycross College? 


M.V.D.H. - The move from 


the Northwest to the South- 
east is something to experi- 
ence because literally every- 
thing is different -- food to 
ferns! Nevertheless, I have 
enjoyed the differences of 
Waycross far more than I ever 
would have imagined (except 
for maybe roaches). In gen- 
eral, the people in this area are 
without a doubt some of the 
most genuine and friendly 
people I have ever seen. In 
turn, the Waycross College 
staff, faculty, and students are 
the same people. As Dr. 
Palmer has said, Waycross 
faculty care more about stu- 
dents then themselves, and 
that is a fact. 


N.A. - I moved to Waycross 
in 1995 from Brunswick, 
Georgia. The move was 
hectic at first because my wife 
and my oldest son continued 
to drive to Brunswick each 
day so she could go to work 
and my son could finish 
high school. The transition to 
Waycross College has been 
very smooth, although very 
busy. The entire faculty and 
staff have been very accom- 
modating and supportive. 
Since I was accustomed to the 
Georgia Department of Tech- 
nical and Adult Education; 
trying to learn the policies and 
procedures of the Georgia 
Board of Regents is taking 
some time. 


What are some of the things 
that you do in you spare 
time? 


M.V.D.H. - My interests 
have been varied, with Native 
American history and Tribal 
Community Colleges remain- 


ing aconstant. I have taught, 
worked and socialized with 
native people from several 
tribes for decades. Yet, my 
spare time has been mainly 
going to gyms and fields 
tracking our four boys’ high 
school and college careers. 
Between all four, they have 
had experiences in ASB, 
Boys Nation, local and na- 
tional politics as well as mu- 
sic, debate, football, baseball, 
track, cross country, tennis, & 
basketball. So, my spare time, 
as you can imagine, has been 
spent driving to events with 
the dogs who take up the re- 
mainder of “spare time.” (The 
dogs, Bob and Puddy, are 
worth another article.) 


N.A. - I enjoy working in the 
yard and being outdoors. I 
like to fish, hunt, ride four 
wheelers, and attend the vari- 
ous sporting events that my 
youngest son particiaptes in. 


What would you say are 
some advantages/disadvan- 
tages of a smaller college? 


M.V.D.H_ The advantages 
that smaller colleges offer are 
tremendous. I think a student 
can have the best of both 
worlds by attending a smaller 
college for the first two years 
while attending a larger uni- 
versity from there. I see this 
because personalized ser- 
vices, instruction, student ser- 
vices & support as well as 
mentor/protégé relationships 
can all readily take place 
within a quality small-college 
setting. Waycross College 
has such a setting. The disad- 
vantages center on breadth of 
offerings and access to indus 


try-specific equipment. 


N.A. - I believe a small col- 
lege can devote more atten- 
tion to the student body. The 
instructors are very caring 
and seem to genuinely care 
about the students. The com- 
munity is very supportive and 
seems to feel a part of a 
smaller college. I can only 
view Waycross College a in- 
stitution with great potential 
and I really don’t see any dis- 
advantages. This is a great 
school. 


What kind of advice would 
you give to incoming stu- 
dents? 


M.V.D.H Don’t quit...the 
only element of college suc- 
cess that will stop progress, 
regardless of the pursuit, is 
lack of persistence. If you get 
a bad grade, take the wrong 
course, or work on a major 
that down the road you find 
is not what you thought it 
was, you are still personally 
growing and you are still in 
the process of learning and 
achieving skills that are valu- 
able for life. College, like 
life, is a journey of trial and 
error, so keep trying and you 
will get there. Lightheartedly, 
Winston Churchill said it 
best; “Success is the ability to 
go from one failure to another 
with no loss of enthusiasm...” 


N.A. Since I also teach two 
sections of the Student Suc- 
cess class that all 
freshman have to take, I

summer’s “blockbusters.”

There is very little reason now 
to go see a blockbuster Hol- 
lywood production. Why is 
this? Well, because the only 
thing Hollywood can 
prodduce today is either 1. a 
remake, 2. a sequel, or 3. an 
adaptation of some of other 
eentertainment form.

Spider-Man 3 


The Buildup - Obviously, 
this movie was to be a glori- 
ous final chapter in the deftly- 
made Spider-Man saga, since 
the last movie was actually an 
improvement over the origi- 
nal, and we were all betting 
on that trend to hold out. It 
didn’t. Not at all. 


The Collapse - This would be 
a great movie if, y'know, Spi- 
der-Man was in it. Instead. 
approximately 78% of this 
movie is dedicated to show- 
ing how an evil black Spidey 
costume from space (and no, 
there is no rational explana- 
tion given for this sartorial 
miracle, so just accept it - 
black goo suit from space.
